lost $200,000. In these -uncertain 
times, it does not seem proper that 
speculation should enter

City Attorney Ryan held that Mr. 


Cowles arrived at this conclusion as 
to the value of the property by de- 
termining its' value at the time the 
assessment was made. 
As to the question of whether ma- 


chinery in the plant should be as- 
sessed' as real estate or personal 
property. Mr. Ryan cited cases in 
which the court decided that fixtures 
or appertenanccs used in conduct of 
business was real estate. 


The Gisholt company has paid its 


taxes according to the assessments 
made, stipulating that should the 
court find that an error had been 
made in classification, the city should 
return 1,he money. If the court de- 
cides that the $301,173 worth of ma- 
chinery is personal property, 54,200 
which will be entered as personal 
property tax will divert that amount 
from the income tax.

the screen at the back of our 
eyes, and is not the clearest pos- 
sible, there is a strong stimulus 
along the nerves that enter the 
eyes so that the picture will be 
clearer.

Wisconsin. On the contrary, in th-2 
very speech in question I paid 
th™ 


highest tribute that I knew ho_w to 
pay to the loyalty of those citizens 
of Wisconsin who had succeeded in 
electing Lenroot to the high office 
of United States senator. 
No re- 


rnark authorized by me could pos- 
sibly justify the statement that I 
had attacked the loyalty of the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin.* 


Mr. McElroy said he wished to of- 


fer to Mr. Wright, as the father of a 
son who had volunteered in the war, 
"my very jiincere assurance that I 
appreciate the work which the pa- 
triotic men of Wisconsin have, doni 
in holding your state true to the 


• causa which is every man's case in 
the face of remarkable 
difficulties 


which have confronted you." The 
writer said, both officially and unoffi- 
cially, through newspapers, the re- 
sponsible officers of the league had 
endeavored to assure the people of 
Wisconsin that no attack has beun 
made upon the state or upon the un: 
versity and -he assured Mr. Wrignt 
that if he would read the authenti 
documents in the case he would fin' 
that such was true.

to be responsible," he said. "May 1 
assure you that so far from in an;, 
way resenting your letter, I deeply

"MEN'S JOBS" SCARCER 


The supply of woman labor is affected by Thursday's ruling they 


ed up by the draft calling all the 
men into service who haven't a man's 
job are scarcer. 
Madison has pre- 


ceded the order and all her men who 
didn't have a man's job are gone. 


"We haven't any supply of women 


on hand," is the report of the Voelz 
Employment agency. . "We c'an't get 
women, if we could there are plenty 
of places we could put them. Our 
calls are mostly for women to do 
women's work.' The reports of their 
rushing after the men's jobs are all 
talk. Business in general is quiet. 
There is a surplus of men in certain 
lines of work, us building, and these 
are taking the positions left open 
in other lines. The reason for the 
scarcity of women is that they have 
to stay on the furm to take the place 
of their brothers who have gone to
